I have been vindicated so far by the description in the 
Woodward sale of April 28, 1863, which calls Freddie's pieces 
correctly. There is little doubt that the "Edwards" pair of 
dies showed up after l825, and that both straight and combina- 
tion impressions were taken from them at int‘=5rvals. Walter and 
I will write you a detailed letter on the IMMUNE problem at an 
early date. 

I hope that you understand my thinking as I feel your 
article should contain the periods In which we feel the pieces 
were made, but I also do not want to conrlemn my piece as lon^ 
as there is some reasonable drnbt that it may be contemporary.

I am not making any more offers to that gentleman (?), and all 
previous offers have long since been cancelled. For your in- 
formation, I was willing to pay $900. for the CONFEDERATIO 
which you obtained for almost half that figure. It would help 
a great deal on these situations, Eric, if you would try to 
work with me rather than against me, particularly when dealing 
with difficult people*, the disclosure of my name earlier should 
possibly have suggested such a course of action. to you.

It is certainly complex and I have been combing the catalogues 
and have found much new material, none of which leads to any 
particular conclusion.

My 
previous offer for the three coins was $650. 

I would like very much to buy these, Eric, and certainly appreciate 
your cooperation in this respect. Incidentally, in looking at my copy 
of the Chapman 1893 Whitman Catalog (which only happens to be the bid 
book) I find that the good Chapman brothers bought in lots 33 » to 3^JJ 
inclusive, and very shortly thereafter sold the seven pieces to Mr. R.C.N.
